No. 13011/2/83-Credit-IL—^In pursuance of the decision 
taken by the Government of India to implement the Com¬ 
prehensive Crop Insurance Scheme (1985) in the country 
from Kharif 1985 seasem, it has been decided to constitute 
a'Central Group Insuranfie Fund for the purpose. The Fund 
will be administered by the General Insurance Corporation 
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of India on behalf of the Central Government in accordance! 
with the instructions issued bv the Central Government (Dc- 
paitmcnt of Agriculture and Cooperation") from time to time. 

The main functions of the Fund will be as under ; 

(a) To receive crop .insurance premia through the finan¬ 
cial institiitio'ns and the .subsidy portion of premia 
from the Central and State Governments, and issue 
policies. 

(b) To scrutinise and settle claims. 

(c} To maintain proper accounts of all transactions and 
render accounts at specified intervals to Central 
and Stale Governments. 

(d) To hold and invest the available funds in such 
manner as instructed by the Central Government 
and to deal with the income as instructed. 

(e) To give overall technical guidance to State Fundj. 

(f) To collect and analyse Statistical Data relevant to 
the Comprehensive Group Insurance Scheme. 

(g) To cooperate with and to render technical assistance 
to State Governments in their efforts to put in the 
necessary marketing and publicity efforts and also 
to. link crop insurance with agricultural extension 
programmes wherever possible. 

For the purpose of administration of the Fund the Gene¬ 
ral Insurance Corpomtion of India (GIC) will follow the 
following insti-uctions and will have the following autho¬ 
rity :—■ 

1. To accept declarations for insurance and issue certi¬ 
ficates of insurance in accordance with the provisions 
of the Comprehensive Crop Insurance Scheme with 
whatever modifientions mar be made in the Scheme 
from time to time. The GTC should maintain neces¬ 
sary records and accounts in respect of such business. 

2. To collect funds by way of premia or other charges 
from the banks or other, financial institutions in res¬ 
pect of Crop Insurance and hold the money in de¬ 
posit or in investments in accordance with instruction 
given by the Government from time to time. Any 
resulting investment income should be credited as 
income of the Crop Insurance business transacted 
under the scheme. 

3. To receive notification of claims and to process and 
Settle the claims in accordance with normal insurance 
underwriting practice. 

4. To render accounts statements lo the State Crop In¬ 
surance Funds in respect of their share in the insur¬ 
ance scheme and to pay them the balances due or 
make recoveries which may be due in respect of such 
business. 

5. To render accounts and make such reports ns may 
he prescribed, in respect of the Central Crop In¬ 
surance Fund, to The Central Governmen*. duly 
audited. 

6. To incur expenses for the administration of the 
Scheme and recover from the Central Government 
50% of such expenses. The balance 50% should 
be treated as expenses of management of the Cor¬ 
poration or subsidiaries, as the case may be, to be 
debited in the Profit and I.oss account as charge on 
the profit of the GIC. 

7. Where the GIC is called upon to pav claims in ex¬ 
cess of the net funds relating to the Central Govern¬ 
ment’s share in the Crop Insu.ance Scheme in its 
hands then the Central Government will pay to the 
GIC immediately the funds required for payment of 
such claims on presentation of necessary documenta¬ 
tion- in support of the request. 

8. To take all necessary action and to sue or to defend 
leeal retiors in relation to the operation of the Crop 
Insurance Scheme. 

9. In general to do all such thinp as are nece'isary_ for 
efficient discharge of its functions and to administer 
the Crop Insurance Scheme. 

10. The above instructions and authority will be in force 
until modified or extended by subsequent letters.
